Interest is the measure of value for the use of 


used in the way of loans. The rate of interest, like 
the prices of commodities, is determined by the law 
of supply and demand. Wheré money is plenty, and 
there is small demand for it, the rates of interest are 
always low; where the supply is about equal to the 
demand, the rates of interest are medium ; where the 
demand is greater than the supply, the rates of inter- 
est are.correspondingly high. When the currency is 
contracted, the rates of interest are increased until 
such time as the business of the country has been 80 
far destroyed as to destroy the demand for money, 
and then the rates may fall, and money seem to be 
plenty, from the absence of demand; which is very 
much the case now. By increasing the currency 80 as 
to make it just keep pace with the increase of popula- 
tion and business, the rate of interest will be undis- 
turbed ; but if it be so increased as to make money 
plentier when compared to the business than it was 
before, the rate of interest must be decreased. 


These are the views of a ‘‘ practical man,” as | 
opposed to the doctrine of “theorists,” who 
hold that the rate of interest depends upon the 
abundance or scarcity of the commodities which 
money will buy, and not upon the amount of 
money by which those commodities are meas- 
ured and exchanged. The theorists even go so 
far as to say that if greenbacks were multiplied 
a hundred for one, it would not make a particle. 
of difference in the rate of interest, because it 
would netther increase the amount of commodi- 
ties (capital) in the country, nor diminish the. 
demand forthesame. Mr. Morton thinks dif- 
ferently, or pretends ta. Mr. Magie thinks dif- 
ferently, and we judge that he knows no better. 
If we are to try the experiment, we trust that 
the man who gets money at a lower rate of in- 
terest in consequence of it will send us his name 
and address.

The 
effort now is to turn the position by 
showing that there are two kinds of 
wine mentioned in the Bible—fermented and 
unfermented. By virtue of this distinction, 
everything in the Bible which is adverse to the 
use of wine is charged to the fermented sort 5 
everything in favor of wine to the unfermented. 
Upon this basis, the Rev. Mr. McChesney framed 


Sunday’s sermon, an abstract of which has been 
printed in Taz Trrsunz. Reduced to the brief- 
est space possible, Dr. McChesney's argument is 
as follows: The wine spoken of in the Bible 
could not have been fermented ; if it were, then 
the Bible is contradictory; but as the Bible can- 
not be contradictory, therefore the wine must 
have been unfermented. It is only necessary 
to apply this mode of reasoning to the events in 
the Bible throughout in order to show the 
reductio ab absurdum of such an argument. In 
addition to the intrinsic fallacies in Mr. McChes- 
ney's syllogism, the authorities are against him 
at the onteet. The testimony of travelers and 
historians, and the Jéwish Rabbis, the Bible 
dictionaries (notably the standard work of 
Dr. Smith), the scholarship of Andover, 
Princeten, Chicago, and New Haven, and the 
theological reviews all maintain that the Bible 
does not describe two kinds of wine; and Mr. 
Beecher, a strong probibitionist, after examining 
the authorities, as has been already shown by one 
of our correspondents, deliberately says: It is 
the almost universal conviction of those com- 
petent to form a judgment that Our Lord did 
both make and use wines which answer to the 
fermented wines of the present day in Pales- 
tine.” With such facts against him, it is little 
wonder that Mr, McChesney comes to a conclu- 
sion which, if applied to other occurrences in 
the Bible, would lead him, into the worst school 
of theology dvr known, and, after laboring 
painfully and struggling and floundering about in 


gan, in hopeless confusion. 

There are ways, however, in which Mr. Mo- 
Chesney and other clergymen in the same trouble 
may help themselves out to a certain extent. 
The worst rock of offense in their way is the 


marriage feast in Oana of Galilee: If they can 
only get over this, they have hopes that they 
may gradually pick their way out of the morass. 
The old argument of two kinds of wine 
has been -applied to this case, and 
Mr. McChesney and others have zealous- 
ly labored to show that it was unfermented 
wine which the Savior made out of the water.

hopeless solution than Mr. McChesney’s, and 
will never be adopted. It might be added, that

Every panic is an 
epidemic. Thousands of troops will often run 
if half a dozen cowards lead off.

The crisis of "73 was prolonged for weeks 
by the contagion of timidity. For that matter, 
the contagion of folly is proving itself now in 
Congress. Because a few battered bellwethers 
leaped off the Republican platform, the crowd: 
followed like sheep. 

The epidemics of crime have been many. The 
world’s era of blood was between 1588 and 1635. 
Its coat of arms was a dagger and a bowl of 
poison. The assassin’s dirk was poised, like the 
sword of Damocles, over every man of promi- 
nene. Within a century, Denmark has seen an 
epidemic of infanticide; within twenty years, 
France has seen one of suicide. This last crime 
ig an especially catching one. Anybody who 
commits it in a peculiar way is sure to find imi- 
tators. When a person throws himself from 
a lofty tower, the place must be guard- 
ed for weeks to keep other fools away, 
Epidemics of religion are especialiy frequent. 
Peter the Hermit threw Europe into a frenzy. 
Multitudes of children started on pilgrimages to 
the Holy Sepulchre, and to starvation and 
slavery. Dr. Marvin bas passed over the nota- 
ble world’s revival of the tenth century, when 
the universal belief that the end of the world 
would come in the year 1000 A. P. brought 
Europe to the feet of the Church. Whitefield, 
crying in the wilderness of Georgia: “I 
could write damnation in the dust that 
covers your Bibles.” scared the backwoods- 
men into repentance. The revival was 
caused directly by the preacher but indi- 
rectly by the storm of feeling that 
had swept over England and blown alive in 
thousands of hearts the dying embers of faith. 
Coming down to later days, we have Spiritualiem, 
Materialism, a dozen isms which nations have 
caught as a community catches a disease. Re- 
} ligious circles in East Tennessee were once the 
victims of the jerks,” under the influence of 
which Christians grotesquely contorted them- 
selves for the glory of God. In Kentucky, 
during the revival of 1810-15, an old hunter be- 
came converted, and resolved to destroy the 
devil. While attending a meeting, he would sud- 
denly run at full speed in pursuit of an imag- 
inary fend. The contagion spread. Whole con- 
gregations indulged in this running exercise,” 
as it was called. The climbing exercise” came 
next. It consisted in climbing the tree 
the devil was supposed to have ascended. 
This mania lasted for months. It was succeeded 
by others, among which was madness for playing 
marbles and other childish games during divine 
service. The Women’s Crusade, which has be- 
gun since Dr, Marvin wrote, is another mental 
epidemic. Founded npon the enormous evil of 
intemperance, it has a starting point sure to en- 
list the sympathies and co-operation of a vast 
multitude, and itis not tobe wondered at, in 
view of the usual features of mental epidemics, 
that it has developed many eccentricities.

TAX ON BANK STOCK. 


Case of Tappan, Collector of Chicago, 
vs. Merchants’ National Bank.
